Representatives of All South American 
Republics To Be /.aked To Gather 
at Washington—Short Session of 
the House—Democrats Say They 
Will Oppose a Revenue Bill. 
Washington, Dec. 24. — Representa­ 
tive Beach of Ohio today will intro­ 
duce the following bill, authorizing the 
president of the United States to call 
an international conference: 
“Be it enacted, etc., that the presi­ 
dent of the United States be and is 
hereby authorized to invite the govern­ 
ments of other American republics to 
appoint plenipotentiaries with full 
power to meet in conference in the city 
of Washington within one year from 
the approval of this act, for the formal 
acceptance and declaration of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine as a principle of inter­ 
national law.” 
Now that Congress has acted upon 
the president’s suggestion in author­ 
izing the appointment of the Venezue­ 
lan commission to locate the boundary 
line between British Guiana and Vene­ 
zuela, and the subject is again one for 
executive treatment, it is believed that 
Secretary 
Olney will 
formally ac­ 
knowledge the receipt of Lord Salis­ 
bury’s two notes, and perhaps take oc­ 
casion, as a matter of courtesy, form­ 
ally to advise the British government 
of the course which this government 
intends to pursue, supplementing it, 
perhaps, with a request to be put into 
possession of evidence within the con­ 
trol of the British foreign office respect­ 
ing the boundary line. 
There is no doubt of the refusal of 
the British to make formal recognition 
of the commission, nor is it likely that 
the British view of the subject will be 
voluntarily presented as evidence. But 
as a matter of justice and to save the 
commission from the imputation of 
having looked at only one side of the 
case, it is believed that the United 
States will take the initiative to secure 
from the British foreign office a state­ 
ment of the British case.

The first will be an 
unlimited amount of 3 per cent five-year 
coin bonds to protect the gold reserve, 
with the provision that the currency re­ 
deemed by the proceeds shall not be 
paid out for current deficits in the rev­ 
enues unless the expenses of the gov­ 
ernment are in excess of the revenues, 
which, it is expected, they will not be if 
the first bill is in operation. 
In addition, the second bill will pro­ 
vide for one-year two per cent treasury 
certificates of indebtedness, not to ex­ 
ceed $50,000,000 in amount, and to be 
disposed 
of at the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to meet def­ 
icits in the revenue. These are to be 
offered for sale at the subtreasuries and 
depositories of the government It is 
possible that there may be added to 
this bill a plan to increase the currency 
by authorizing national banks to is­ 
sue circulation to the par value of all 
the government 
bonds deposited by 
them with the government as security 
for their notes. 
The leaders are assured that both 
bills will pass the House without ma­ 
terial opposition, having made a thor 
ough canvass by state delegations, and 
there are strong hopes that the Senate 
will act upon them favorably.

MEET AND ADJOURN. 
It Is Asserted the Party WU! Oppose a 
Revenue Bill. 
Washington, Dec. 24.—It is asserted 
the Democrats of the House will oppose 
unanimously the revenue bill which the 
Republicans will bring in on Thursday. 
Both the silver and the anti-silver Dem­ 
ocrats assert that there is no necessity 
for an increase in the revenues, as 
they claim that the available cash In the 
treasury, over and above the gold re­ 
serve, is amply sufficient to meet any 
deficiencies that may occur for the next 
two years, when they expect the re­ 
ceipts from the present tariff law to 
equal or exceed the expenditures. As 
to an authorization for coin bonds they 
differ. The gold men would be willing 
to vote for bonds, preferably gold bonds, 
to fortify the reserve, but they point 
out that, in their opinion, no bond bill 
will meet the situation. The trouble, 
they declare, is the existence of the 
greenbacks, which can be used to pump 
gold out of the treasury, and, unless 
their redemption and retirement are 
provided for, the gold purchased with 
bonds would simply be piled up to be 
drawn out again, and the only prac­ 
tical effect would be to increase the 
interest-bearing debt without remov­ 
ing the active agent for weakening the 
reserve. 
It is not improbable that some of the 
Democrats will offer as a substitute a 
comprehensive plan for the retirement 
of the greenbacks, including an au­ 
thorization for an issue of $500,000,000 
in bonds for that purpose, the reduc­ 
tion of the tax on national-bank circu­ 
lation, and the increase of currency to 
be issued on deposits of bonds from 90 
to IOO per cent. This latter, they say, 
would increase the national banking 
system and prevent a contraction of the 
currency. 
The silver Democrats, of course, are 
opposed to bonds to increase the gold 
reserve, and will resist the measure re­ 
ported by the Republicans both on that 
and on tariff grounds. The silver Dem­ 
ocrats of the House, after discussing 
the situation, have about decided to of­ 
fer as an amendment or a substitute 
for the bill a joint resolution making it 
mandatory on the 
Secretary of the 
Treasury to redeem greenbacks and 
treasury notes in silver when the gold 
reserve falls below a certain point. Mr. 
Bailey of Texas will probably offer the 
resolution.

To Restore Reciprocity. 
Washington, Dec. 24.—Representa­ 
tive Beach of Ohio will introduce in the 
house to-day a bill providing that the 
duties imposed by the tariff laws of 
the United States shall not apply to 
food products and raw materials from 
such nations as may make equivalent 
reciprocal concessions in favor of mer­ 
chandise imported from the United 
States.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 24.—The great 
trolley strike is ended. This is final. 
John Wan am aker is the man who 
brought about the settlement succeed­ 
ing where all others failed. He was 
aided in the work by members of the 
Christian league. 
Concessions were 
made by both sides. The battle has 
mainly been fought on the question of 
the employes' membership in the Amal­ 
gamated Street Railway Employes,

The 
new men engaged since the strike be­ 
gan number nearly 1,000. There are 
about 5,000 strikers. They reported fox 
work this morning.

It lasted exactly one 
week, and it cost me city, the com­ 
pany and the strikers thousands of dol­ 
lars. The loss in fares alone to the 
company, is estimated at $350,000. Apart 
from the destruction of cars and other 
property, there has been considerable 
bloodshed, although fortunately no fa­ 
tal results. 
Yesterday was certalnlr *he most vio­ 
lent since the struggle began, and for 
the first time the police shot to kill. 
About IO o'clock in the morning a 
tremendous crowd gathered at Eight­ 
eenth and Girard avenue, and as the cars 
passed, each with several policemen 
aboard, the stones began to fly.

wrecked when the policemen opened 
flre. They first fired into the air, hut 
as the situation became more threaten­ 
ing one of them fired his revolver into 
the crowd. 
William H. Matthews, a striking mo­ 
torman, fell with a bullet in his head 
and Samuel G. Crossley, a striking con­ 
ductor, was shot in the knee. Both 
are in a serious condition at a hospital 
James Hartnet was rhot in the arm 
and slightly injured. A number of ar­ 
rests were made. 
Other riots of more or less violence 
occurred in almost every section of the 
city.

In Spite of General Odium, They Serve 
Good Purpose. 
It is a pretty widespread belief 
that the middleman is a meddlesome 
and unnecessary interloper between 
producer and consumer, taking what 
rightfully belongs to each; but here is 
.ho account that one retailer gives of tne 
matter. He had endeavored in the mat­ 
ter of eggs to deal directly with the 
owner of the hens, but had given up 
and gone to the middleman because 
there was too mack loss in cracked, 
small and dirty eggs sent in by the pro­ 
ducer. 
The middleman was able to 
supply at a very slight advance over 
the producer’s price eggs of uniform 
size and quality. The middleman sorts 
his eggs, washes them if need be in 
slightly acidulated water, sells the 
small eggs to restaurant keepers and 
the cracked ones to bakers, and puts up 
in neat fashion the sound, large eggs 
for regular retailers. The interposition 
of the jobber adds a trifle to the cost 
of eggs to the consumer, but gives him 
exactly what he wants and saves trou­ 
ble all around.

Meant to Keep Their Gold from Greedy 
Clutches. 
For a hundred years to come there 
Will be tales of treasure trove from that 
large section of the midsouth which was 
for three years of the civil war a de­ 
batable land.
